Several Accidents to Fire Apparatus 


in the Hustle. 


The fire department bad quite a chase 


this morning, to discover the exact location 
of a tire, for which an 
alarm had been 


pulled in. 


George H. Gsrnett, an employe of Ihe 


city lighting department, who resides at 
70 Beech street, set u> work this morning 
thawing out frozen water pipes in the 
cellar of his house. 
He used paper in this 


work, aud it seems that the blaze of the 
paper communicated with the partition 
and the fire worked itself up oa the inside, 
unnoticed by Mr. Garnett, who kept on 
with his work until his wife, who bad seen 
the smoke issuing from behind the sink in 
the kitchen, rushed down stairs and told 
.him that his home was on fire. 


Mr. Garnett iben ran and pulled in box; 


C3 at the corner of .Siith and 
Fremont 


streets, but instead of ti.^. the alarm sound- 
ed 183, and the indicators in all the fire 
bouses read 13S. 


The apparatus responding to that call 


started for Lundberg street where that box 
1= located, and upon arriving there could 
find DO trace of a fire.

The men set to work and water from sev- 
eral streams was poured on the roof and 
into the building. 
The sheathing was 


torn down on the inside to enable the men 
to get at the fire in the partitions,and soon 
the blare was under control. 
When the 


fire started the furniture was removed 
from tbe bouse, so that about the only 
household effects damaged were tbe car- 
pets, which were thoroughly drenched. 


Preotiss Webster, Esq., owns tbe house 


and the damage Is confined mostly to tbe 
roof. 
The building is insured. 


On tbe way to the fire one of the engines 


wbile passing along Bridge street, struck 
ontof Jewett & Swift's wagons, 
scattered 


several boxes in the street, knocked the 
vehicle against a sleigb belonging to J. M. 
Kingsbury, which In turn was thrown 
against another sleigh the pronerty of A.

When tbe accident 
occurred the horses attached to all three 
sleighs started to run away but were cap- 
tured before going a great distance.

Stablekeeper Charles McGovern 
saw 


Smith at his stable In Lawrence on the 
clay of his arreat. 
On Saturday morning, 


Dec. 22, a man eamo to his stable with the 
I'URuy, afterwards proven to he Mr, Keyes' 
between three and 
five o'clock in the 


morninp. He pulled the carriaze up to 
the door and had no coat, 
The man was 


not, Mr. Smith.
